PARIS STRIKERS 
TIE UP THE MAILS 


Eight Hundred Letter Car- 
riers Join Ranks of Mal- 
contents, Paralyzing the 
Postoffice System. 


CAPITAL IS ISOLATED. 


Discontent Spreading Through 


France, but Government De- 
clines to Recede from 
Its Stand. 


{BX CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. } 

LONDON, March 17.—[Telephoned from 
Paris. All telegraphic communication with 
England from France has ceased and cable 
messages are being refused at the Paris 
Offices, presumably because the operators at 
Brest and Havre have joined the strikers. 

The letter carriers have joined the strike 
of the telegraphers, telephone operators, and 
mail clerks employed by the postoffice depart- 
ment. At a meeting tonight they voted by 
a large majority to begin a strike tomorrow 
after the first delivery. Eight hundred post- 
men, employed in the delivery of newspapers 
and parcels, Went out after the last distribu- 
tion tonight. 

The situation is increasing in seriousness. 
The strike is spreading throughout France, 
threatening complete paralysis of telegraph 
and postal services, every branch of which 
is already involved to greater or lesser ex- 
tent. The postoffice electricians and the 
clerical staff are the latest adherents of the 
strike movement. 


No Telegrams from Paris. 
It has been impossible to send a telegram 


out ot Paris today and it is almost equally - 


useless to try to reach any part of the coun- 
try by mall, as there is no certainty that 
any letter will be dispatched or, if dispatehed, 
that it will be delivered. 

While M. Simyan, under secretary for posts 
and telegraphs, embodies for all the employés 
the sum of their grievances, he is the sub- 
ject especially of violent hatred on the part 
of women employés, who accuse him of dis- 
respectful criticisms of their capacity. They 
consequently not only wholeheartedly are 
striking themselves but are influencing their 
male colleagues to join them. 


Pursue “Crossed Arms“ Tactics. 


Numbers of employés reported at their 
offices today, but only to emphasize their 
“crossed arms tactics. Those who were 
not appeased were dismissed and about 
1,600 were thus cashiered. Today several of 
the principal district offices in Paris closed 
for hours, om ie public eg evant at-

One of the greatest troubles of the govern- 
ment arises from the so-called official tele- 
graph operators joining the strikers. These 
operators are men employed at the Palace of 
Elysée and government offices on cipher and 
other official dispatches. The government 
has received during the last two days only 
three of eighteen important communications 
dealing with the Balkan crisis and feels its 
embarrassment keenly in dealing with the 
international situation. 


Governm ent Stands Firm. 


The administration, however, takes the 
firmest attitude and absolutely refuses to 
meet the demands of the malcontents. This 
attitude was defined in the most direct terms 
by Premier Clemenceau tonight, when he and 
M. Barthou, minister of public works, re- 
ceived a number of Paris deputies, who urged 
the government to arrange for the appoint- 
ment of a superior commission to investigate 
all grievances of the entire postal and tele- 
graph services. M. Clemenceau replied with 
emphasis that the government would not 
make a concession or discuss a grievance 
until the strikers returned to work. He 


They wish to fight. Well, we accept the 
challenge, and the last word ig going to be 
with the government.“ 


Will Stand to the Rack . 


M. Clemenceau also intimated that the gov- 


ernment is fully prepared to meet interpel- 
lation in the chamber of deputies tomorrow 
with a declaration of its intention to stick 
to its present policy: It was inferred at 
first, from the presence of M. Barthou in- 
stead of M. Simyan with Premfer Clemen- 
ceau, that M. Barthou intended to person- 
ally take over direction of the situation, 
eliminating M. Simyan, whose dismissa!] or 
retirement the strikers Goclare will glone 
appease them. 

To a group of newspaper men who saw 
Clemenceau afterwards and put to him the 
question whether Simyan was going the 
premier replied most. emphatically, ‘‘ Cer- 
tainly not,“ and he added he fully approved 
of Simyan’s handling of the situation. 


General Labor Holds Aloof. 


The General Confederation of Labor met 
tonight to consider its attitude towards the 
strike, It was decided to hold aloof in every 
way from the Confederation of Postal, Tele- 
graph, and Telephone Employés, of which 
the bulk of the strikers are members. The 
latter organization is not a trade union, and 
consequently ft is not recoghized by the 
General Confederation of Labor. An en- 
thusiastic meeting of the Confederation of 
Postal, Telegraph, and Telephone Employés 
tonight resolved unanimously to continue the 
strike. 

The government's efforts to help the pub-

| ILLINOIS GAINS TWO COLONELS 


Valiant Mr. Erby and Mr. Field- 
stack Added to Soldiery. 


SLEEPING WITH BOOTS ON. 
Plain and Fancy Warfare Specialties 
of Chicago Recruits. . 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., March 17.—[{Special.J—It 
will bé of great interest to the timorous folks 
of Illinois to learn that the army of citizen 
soldiery has been increased by the sadition 
of two extremely valorous colonels, Col. 
Charles Fieldstack and Col. Charles Erby, 
both of Chicago, and the heroes of many 
wars. 

Both are members of the legislature, serv- 
ing in the house of representatives, but their 
thirst for gore and honor has not been sat- 
isfied by the struggles of the general assem- 
bly, even those centering about the dead- 
lock being too dull to meet the demaads of 
their warlike natures. 

The Hon. Mr. Erby's military ambitions 
were gratified in part when Speaker Shurtleff 
appointed him chairman of the house com- 
mittee on military affairs, but only in part. 
Mr. Erby still hankered for a little of the 
pomp and circumstance of war and feit with- 
in him a burning desire to spend $600 on a 
umform in which he might help decorate a 
Memorial day parade. Mr. Fieldeteck fell 
a victim to the same emotions. 


Erby Sleeping with Boots On. 

They are now almost-colonels. Adjt. Gen. 
Scott, at their repeated request, has ap- 
polnted them to his personal staff and it 
is merely an unfortunate military oversight 
that their commissions are not signed by 
Gov. Deneen. Otherwise they are perfectly 
good colonels and will be on the job when 
any plain or fancy coloneling is to be done 
in the interests of the commonwealth of Ili- 
Mr. Erby is sleeping like a fireman 
with hig boots in his trousers in order that he 
may answer expeditiously any call from 
headquarters to repulse the enemies of the 
state. 

Almost-Colonel Fieldstack made the first 
descent on Gen. Scott to obtain a military 
commission. The general, although willing 
to oblige, considered himself limited by the 
laws of the state which treat of military 
subjects. Mr. Fieldstack was sure that so 
experienced a man as the general would not 
allow the statutes to stand between friends 
and while not pressing his own claims par- 
ticularly was confident that Almost-Colonel 
Erby, as head of the military affairs com- 
mittee of the. house, would be recognized as 
deserving of a commission. Gen. Scott was 
positive that Almost-Oolonel Erby was de- 
serving of the highest military honors. 


Worthy of Any Military Honor. 


Almost-Colonel Erby appeared later in de- 
half of his friend, Almost-Colonel Neidstack. 
whom he informed Gen. Scott he considered 
worthy of any military honor within the pow- 
er of the state to bestow. This, as a general 
proposition, was admitted readily, but Gen. 
Scott feebly protested that he did not con- 
. sider himself vested with the power to cre- 
ate colonels out of hand. 

In counter argument at different visits 


| tert himself at tiberty to bestow would be 


accepted gladly. The general, finding the 
necessity great, finally wrote letters to Mr. 
Fieldstack and Mr. Erby announcing their 
appointment to positions on his personal 
staff with the rank of lieutenant colonel. 

Almost-Colonel Erby and Almost-Colonel 
Fieldstack, being in receipt of these joyous 
tidings, carried their letters to the office of 
the adjutant general, where Col. Shand at- 
tached to this office obliged them by affixing 
the seal of the state of Illinois and attaching 
thereto bits of red and biue ribbons. 


All Ready to Do Battle. 
Almost-Colonel Fieldstack and Almost- 
Colonel Erby now are prepared to take part 
in any offensive or defensive actiotr under- 
taken by the military forces of the state. 
The former is not yet equipped with his un- 
form, but Almost-Colonel Erby was given 
parts of his by the house of representatives 
this morning. 

Just as the house was preparing for its 
adjournment a package addressed to Mr. 
Erby was handed to the clerk accompanied 
by a letter which the clerk read. It carried 
the compliments of the legislators to the new 
recruit and begged to present him with parts 
of his equipment, which, on the opening of the 
box, proved to be a cocked papér hat of gay 
colors and a pair of epaulets.

QUITS OVER $25,000 WINNER 


Stockyards Gambler Plays Both Sides 
in November Election. 


“I'm much obliged to all you boys ” is the 
song that Jim O Leary, the stockyards gam- 
bler, is singing these days while paying off 
bets on the reélection of Gov. Charles De- 
neen. 

More than $100,000 was held up by O’Leary 
on account of the move made by Democratic 
leaders for a recount of the ballots. It was 
the contention of Gov. Deneen’s opponents 
that Adlai E. Stevenson had been elected, 


although the returns did pot show it, and 


the matter finally was carried to the Jegis- 


lature by Mr. Stevenson's friends. 


A joint legislative committee to which the 
subject was referred yesterday reported ad- 
versely to the Democratic candidate and 
urged the dismissal of his petition. Final 
action will be taken today. 


Willing to Meet Obligations. 

When the news came from Springfield that 
Mr. Stevenson's contest had been thrown 
out several persons who had winning tickets 
on the gubernatorial race went to O'Leary's 
place and presented them for payment. It 
was after banking hours when information 
was received regarding the legislative action, 
and O'Leary had only a few thousand dollars 
in the safe. He paid out wads of green 
while it lasted and then posted a notice that 
unpaid tickets will be cashed today. 

O’ Leary won more than $25,000 on the elec- 
tion of President Taft and Gov. Deneen. 
Early in the campaign he offered odds of 
6 to 5 against Bryan and Stevenson carrying 
Illinois, and later he increased the odds to 
8 to 5. He also took a large number of 
wagers that Stevenson would defeat Deneen, 
bat exacted odds. It was these bets that 
were held up because of the ghreatened con- 
test, which came to naught. 


Meets Demand with Good Cheer. 

I'm just as cheerful paying out money as 
I am taking it in.“ said O'Leary to a man 
who presented a ticket for 600. Yes, in- 
deed; I'm much obliged to all you boys.” 

A few of the largest winners on Gov. 
Deneen’s election were paid off some time 
ago at a discount. O'Leary felt that the 
Democratic contest would fall through, and 
when the holders of tickets for $500 and up- 

_wards offered to cash in at a 10 per cent 
discount he took advantage of it. In this 
way, it is said, he saved several . 
dollars. 

Thinks His Action Was Fustified.

Provisſons for Income Tax. 


The inheritance tax provision exempts 
from taxation any property Wqusathed to 
any religious,/ educational, charitable, mie 
sionary, benevolent, hospital, or infirmary 
corporation. Personal property other than 
money or securities bequeathed to a cor- 
poration or association organized exclusive- 
ly for the moral or mental improvement of 
men or women or for scientific, patriotic, or 
a purposes, is made exempt from the 
ax. 


A discount of 5 per centum is provided for 
if the tax is paid within. six months from 
the time itisdue. Aninterest will be charged 
and collected at the rate of 10 per cent a 
year if the tax is not paid within eighteen 
months from the time it accrued. If an es- 
tate is tied up in necessary litigation 6 per 
cent interest will be charged. A special 
agent to conduct investigations to secure the 
efficient enforcement of the inheritance tax 
is provided for at a salary of $3,UUU a year. 

In order to prevent the confusion which 
attended the enforcement of the Dingley 
bill on the day on which it became a law, the 
Payne bill is not to take effect until the day 
after it is enacted. Of two provisions in the 
bill that are new, is one exempting from 
the payment of duty on merchandise recov- 
ered from a vessel which has been raised 
after having been sunk for two years in any 
waters within the jurisdiction of the United 
States and has been abandoned by the own- 
ers, and another which extends to the ves- 
sels war of any nation, in ports of the 
United States, the privilege of purchasing 
supplies from public warehouses free of duty 
when such countries reciprocate such priv- 
Ueges toward American war vessels. 


Payne Explains the Changes. 

In introducing the revision bill in the house 
Chairman Payne of the ways and means 
committee gave an explanation of many of 
the changes made in the Dingley act. In ex- 
plaining the increase in duties on certain im- 
ports regarded as luxuries He said: \ 

One problem which confronted the com- 

mittee was the question of revenue. The 
business of all commercial! nations has been 
depressed for nearly two years and thus has 
affected our commerce and greatly reduced 
our revenues, so that we have a large deficit. 
but the revenues under the present law are 
improving from month to month as business 
conditions are becoming better. 
The last normal year of imports was the

Extra Copies Are Needed. 


There was such a universal demand for the 
printing of more than 20,000 copies of the bill 
that Mr. Payne said he would later offer a 
resolution providing for 10,000 additional 
copies. He said he hoped to report the bill 
back at an early day exactly as introduced. 

It developed that at least fifty members 
on the Democratic side were without copies 
of the bill, and this discovery led to a strong 
protest from Mr. Bacon of Arkansas, who 
asked what had become of the copies to which 
they were entitled. The answer came from 
Mr. Clark of Missouri, who declared that 
some members had “ gobbled up three or 
four copies each. 

Calling attention to Mr. Payne’s statement 
that the bill would probably be reported 
back from the committee in the precise form

Bill Result of Hard Labor. | 

The bill which was given to the light 
‘today is the result of months of labor on 
the part of the ways and means committee 
of the house. Fully 300 importers and ex- 
porters, manufacturerg and agriculturists, 
and tariff experts appeared before the com- 
mittee at the various hearings, which began 
Nov. 10 and continued daily until Dec. 23, 
and also at several supplemental hearings. 
Some of the most prominent men in the man- 
ufacturing and financial worlds presented 
testimony of a varied and interesting char-

In addition to this ene. there were 
thousands of briefs filed with the commit- 
tee, whieh, added to the statistics furnished 
by the various government departments and 
agents sent abroad, together with special 
data compiled by Thomas J. Doberty, as- 
sistant counsel of the treasury department, 
and Maj, Herbert M. Lord, who was clerk of 
the ways and means committee when the 
Dingley tariff was framed, has given the 
committee information more complete than 
has ever been at the disposal of a tariff fram- 
ing committee.

Mr. r- 
negie was before the committee for nearly 
eight hours. He dealt largely in theories

Gary Offers Many Figures. 

Mr. Gary was one of the best equipped and 
most satisfactory witnesses who appeared 
before the committee. He declared that the 
independent steel manufacturers require tar- 
iff protection and said that if the duty on steel 
should be removed the United States Stee! 
corporation, of whose board of he is 
chairman, would secure a monopoly of the 
market. The cost of labor would be reduced 


members of the committee were replete with 
figures and arguments. He declared that the 
Bessemer process of steel manufacture will 
within five years be superseded by the open 
hearth process, which, he predicted. will in 
turn be abandoned for the electric system of 
manufacture being developed in Germany. 

The agitation for free lumber by those in 
sympathy with the movement for the con- 
servation of the forests of the country re- 
sulted in a strong appeal from the lumber 
interests of the south and the northwest. 
T..B. Walker and Edward Hines, two of the 
largest lumber dealers in the northwest, ar- 
gued for the retention of the present duty on 
lumber, cldiming that the United States can- 
not compete with Canada in facilities for 
cheap transportation or cheap labor. 


Battle Over Paper Heated. 

A severe arraignment of the so-called paper 
trust by John Norris. representing the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ association, and 
a defense of the International Paper com- 
pany by Chester W. Lyman. assistant to the 
president of the company, offered one of the 
sensations of the hearings. The ways and 
means committee..while taking the keenest 
interest in the testimony, was prédisposed 
to ‘depend upon the. report of the special 
committee which conducted hearings on 
wood pulp ane es paper last year for the 
information upén which to base its conclu- 
sions regarding the paper and pulp schedule. 

The proposition to have the values of ar- 
ticles upon which an ad valorem duty is im- 
posed determined by the wholesale ‘prices in 
this country as well as the cost at the place 
of production was first discussed at the hear- 
ing given the pottery interests. Several cases 
of undervaluation were presented to the 
committee by the pottery manufacturers. 
who favored an increase in the duties on the 
better grades of china. The importers ad- 
vanced arguments for a reduction of 25 per 
cent In the duties on pottery. 

As at all former tariff hearings there was 
a fight between the shoe and leather manu- 
facturers of New England and the cattle 
raisers of the west. The leather manufac- 
turers were loath to admit that their industry 
could stand a reduction in the duties on shoes 
and other leather articles, but urged that the 
“seg material should be placed on the free 
ist. 

The wool schedule was the occasion for 
more contention than any other and during 
its consideration there was much criticism of 
the methods by which tariff bills are framed. 


TWO NEW SENATE COMMITTEES. 


One Deals with Conservation and the 
Other with Expenditures in Ex- 
ecutive Departments. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—[ Special. ]}— 
The senate committee on committees decided 
today to create two new and important com- 
mittees, one on the conservation of natural 
resources, and.the other on expenditures in 
the executive departments. It will be the 
duty of the last named carefully to scrutinize 
all expenditures in the executive departments 
with a view of retrenching expenditures. 

Thé senate committee on finance probably 
will be increased in membership to take on at 
least one more Republican member, and pos- 
sibly two Republicans and one Democrat. 
The original plan to make Senator Carter 
a member of the finance committee has been 
changed, and he will go upon appropriations 
as a matter of personal choice, and Senator 
Smoot of Utah, who was slated for a place 
on the appropriations committee, will be 
placed on the committee of finance.

England and the south as against western 
industries. ‘ 
Sugar has been treated tenderly. The duty 
on raw sugar ig not touched, and that perhaps 
is entirely right. The duty on refined sugar, 
which is & product of the trust, is subjected 


to a reduced tariff. As I have explained, 


however, this reduction is so minute that it 
will never be heard of again, although it fig- 
ures in the committee report as something in 
the direction of tariff revision. , 

The exact reduction in the tariff on refined 
sugar is just one-twentieth of 1 cent a pound. 
The trust pays the old price for its raw sugar, 
except that hereafter the product of the Phil- 
ippine islands up to a certain mum, 
which will not be reached for some time, is 
admitted free. Refined sugar now pays a 
duty of 1.95 cents a pound more than raw 
sugar of what is known as the 75 degree 
grade. The ways and means committee, act- 
ing out of an infinite mercy, has reduced this 
difference, or differential, as it is called in 
technical language, to 1.90 cents. 

Save Cent on 20 Pounds of Sugar. 

In other words, if the tariff thus reduced 
brings,about a reduction on the retail price. 
which is extremely doubtful, the housewife 
will continue to pay the full rate on any cot- 
ton, wool, silk, and lace goods she may hap- 
pen to wear, but will make the saving of a 
copper cent every time she buys twenty 
pounds of refined sugar. 

In point of fact, no refined sugar now is Im- 
ported into the United States, as the differ- 
ential now existing practically is prohibitory. 
The minute reduction of one-twentieth of a 
cent per pound in this differentia! will not in 
all probability be any less prohibitory, so 
that the power of the sugar trust to fix prices 
absolutely is not likely to be lessened by any- 
thing contained in the tariff bill as reported 
to the house today. 


Chance to Right Evils on Floor. 

I have given prominence to the bad things 
in the tariff bill intentionally, because they 
are things the people want to understand and 
to correct, if it can be done, on the floor of 
the house. If there is to be tariff revision 
the rates on cotton goods, woolen goods, 
manufactures of silk, laces, and similar ar- 
ticles also should be reduced. 

The greatest demand for tariff revision has 
come from the middle classes, who wear a 
good grade of domestic clothing, both for 
males and fer females, and from the ex- 
tremely poor, who are absolutely restricted 
to domestic manufactures, and who have 
complained bitterly of the fact that the cost 
of every article of clothing has been ad- 
vanced in a much greater ratio than the in- 
crease in their wages. 

These omissions of the ways and means 
committee may be corrected without dim. 
culty on the floor of the house unless there 
is a rigid regula on forthcoming from the 
committee on rules against any amendments, 
and no such rule, under the present condi- 
tions, ought to be adopted. 


Pleasanter Side of the Bill. 

There is a much pleasanter side to this 
tariff bill. It doesnot rediad tbe rates on any 
of the important articles produced by Amer- 
ican farmers. It reduces the tariff on ordi- 
nary sawed lumber from §2 to $1 per 1,000 
feet, this reduction of 50 per cent being in 
striking contrast to the treatment dccorded 
to hosiery manufactured by the cotton kings. 
Iron ore is put on the free list. This will 
not help the miners in the northern or south- 
ern ranges, but it does assure the steel men 
a lower basis for their raw material. 

There has been a decided slash all along 
the line in the steel schedule. The lumber- 
man who repines at having to face a reduc- 
tion on the duty on his product, may find 


Wome comfort from the fact that chains, cross 


cut saws, horseshoe nails, spikes, nuts, 
rivets, boiler tubes, table knives, and lots 
of other things will be reduced in price so far 
as the tariff can do it. 

If lumber has been cut, structural iron has 
been reduced in price to even a greater de- 
gree, and tinplate, which once was con- 
sidered an infant American industry, to be 
protected at all hazards, finds its duty rate 
reduced from one and one-half to one and 
one-fifth of a cent per pound.

Arguments Against Coffee Duty. 

One of the principal arguments against the 
duty on coffee has been the belief that there 
is an enormous amount Of coffee held abroad 
for loans which would be shipped info this 
country on a moment’s notice if there were 
prospects of a duty. If any coffee duty ever 
is imposed it be done in a hurry and itis 

ible after that the senate might at the 

moment add a duty on coffee and provide 
that it shall go into effect on all importations 
after a certain date, it.even being possible 
to pass a joint resolution fixing the rate on 
coffee in advance of the passage of the tariff 
bill. Such action fs not likely to be taken, 
however, unless there seems to be * 
for more revenue. 

Representative Boutell of Illinois estimates 
that for the fiscal year of 1910, appropria- 
tions for which already have been made, 
the income provided by a new bill will amount 
to something like.

States Have Inheritance Tax.

The rest of the revenue is to be derived

face of several Years’ reduced imports and 
small revenue. f

Fred W. Upham, president of the City Fuel 
company, says the measure will make little 
difference so far as coal is concerned. 

„ have not made a comprehensive study 
of all the provisions of the Payne bill,“ said 
Mr Buffington. “I noted, however, that 
iron ore is to go on the free list and that 
there has been a big slash on steel and iron 
schedules. Just as sure as radical changes 
are made along this line the American steel 
trade is going to feel the effect. 


Fears Effect on Wage Earners. 

“It is going to be felt here in Chicago 
about as soon as any other point in the 
United States, too. When the South Chi- 
cago plant of the Illinois Sgeel company is 
running on full time, about 16,000 men are 
employed. With labor in England, Ger- 
many, and Belgium so cheap as to enable 
European manufacturers to make their 
products at a low figure, the Americah me- 
chanics and indirectly all classes of Amer- 
ican Wage earners are going to feel the effects 
of the fight United States manufacturers 


It is my impression that a vast majority 
of the steel men of the country are against 
the cut.“ 

Mr. Buffington said that the Illinois Steel 
company advanced the wages of its workmen 
in 1907 and has been operating under that 
scale up to the present time, and so far as 
he knew, he said, fhe company will continue 
to operate under that scale. 

When asked about the report from New 
York to the effect that the United States 
Steel corporation is contemplating a propo- 
sition to make a geenral reduction in wages, 
he said all he knew about it was what ae 
had seen in the newspapers. 


Shoe Manufacturer Is Pleased. 

When it was pointed out to Mr. Selz that 
the new bill provides for the placing of hides 
on the free list he was elated. 

That means much for the Americans,“ he 
said. It means that the shoe manufactur- 
era will know just where they stand in the 
future, and it will give them a chance to 
forge ahead. As matters have been stand-

the value of standing timber in Canada,”’ said

about as low as possible, considering the 
cost of production. in regard to the local 
lumber situation it is difficult to see where 
it will be changed materially.”’

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ATTORNEY SENT TO JAIL 


Lemuel Ackley Gets 15 Days on 
Failure to Pay Alimony. 


BRANDED AS MISER BV WIFE 


Denies Kidnaping, Saying His Siste 


Took Son on Visit.

Without friends, money, wife, and with 
$54 alimony overdue, Lemuel Ackley, an at- 
torney with offices at 125 Clark street, was 
sent to jail yesterday by Judge Ball of the 
Superior court on a charge of contempt. It 
seems probable that the lawyer will remain 
in durance until his sentence of fifteen days 
expires. ry 

Ackley was summoned before Jude Ball 


to show cause why he should not com- 


mitted for contempt for failure to pay ali- 
money to his wife, who obtained a separate 
meintenance decree in November. She de- 
clared that since their separation the at- 
torney had given to her only a few pecks of 
potatoes and onions and had paid her ali- 
mony in installments of 10 cents. 

“I have property, your honor,“ pleaded 
Ackley when asked by Judge Ball why he 
did not pay up, “ but it is in such a shape 
that I can't realise anything on it. My wife 
will. not sign a joint mortgage, nor will she 
give me any chance to dispose of it.“ 

T think you have had all the chances you 
deserve, replied the court. 

Mrs. Ackley was represented in court by 
Attorney Hubert Crocker. 


Denies Kidnaping Son. 

The proceedings followed a report that 
Ackley had kidnaped his 5 year old son. The 
attorney explained to the court that his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Amy Russell, had taken the child to 
Pitteburg on a visit. In the separate main- 
tenance decree Ackley was-awarded the cus- 
tody of his son, and Mrs. Ackley was granted 
the custody of their two young daughters, 
Lola and Lila. 

Mrs. Ackley charged that her husband was 
a miser and that he never provided his fam- 
ily with sufficient food. 

He hardly ever bought any meat,“ said 
she, and he seemed to think we could live 
on onions and potatoes. Then his sister 
came, and we could not get along. She 
wanted to run the house. So he sued me for 
divorce and I filed a cross bill.“ 

Ackley alleged in his bill that Mrs. Ackley 
was guilty of extreme cruelty toward him 
and that several times she attacked him with 
a rolling pin and once struck him over the 
head with an old shoe. 

Ackley also accused his wife of neglecting 
their children. He said she sent the two lit- 
tle girls to school every day without wash- 
ing their faces. 


Repeated Appeals to Police. 

The couple went to the Irving Park and 
Sheffield avenue police stations at different 
times to settle their difficulties. They then 
attempted to end the squabbles by going into 
the divorce court. 

Judge Ball ruled that a divorce was not the 
proper way to settle the trouble, but a@ sep- 
arate maintenance decree was granted. Ack- 
ley was ordered to pay his wife $10 a week. 

“I always provided my wife and family 
with plenty to eat,“ said the attorney. Of 
course, we did not have all the delicacies of 
the season, but we had enough good healthy 
food. We had onions a great deal of the 
time and potatoes. Meat was purchased 
whenever we thought we needed it. I don’t 
think meat is healthy, anyway.” 

Since the separate maintenance decree 
Ackley has been before the court several 
times for alleged nonconformance with or- 
ders of Judge Ball. He said he had no money, 
no business, no friends, and was unable to 
pay alimony. 

Mrs. Ackley is living with Herbert Brett, 
her son by a former marriage, at 4720 Forty 
fourth avenue, Irving Park. She was said 
to have been under the care of a physician 
as a result of her legal troubles,

Opera Stars Think of Salaries and 
Begin to Hedge.“ 


New York, March 17.— [Special. ]}—An insur- 
rection, planned by seven of the principal 
song birds at the Manhattan opera house, 
whe, hoped to force Oscar Hammerstein to 
grant the demands made by the Italian mem- 
bers of his company, was defeated Tuesday 
by the strategy of Mr. Hammerstein. 
Angered by Hammerstein's declaration 
that he would give French opera preference 
over Italian works next season, by his fail- 
ure to renew the contract of Conductor Cam- 
panini, and by the aversion Mary Garden 
has shown for Lina Cavalieri, the insurgents 
decided to throw up their contracts imme- 
Giately following the final performance of 
the season next week. Those who made the 
agreement were: Constantino, Sammarco, 
De Segurola, Agostinelli, Arimondi, Zana- 
tello, and Gianoli-Gallietti., 


Sought Support of Company. 
The conspirators called upon other mem- 
bers of the company and endeavored to gain 
their support, and in some instances were 
successful. It was finally decided to place 
the grievances in writing and address them to 
Mr. Hammerstein. 
When Hammerstein learned the facts he 
acted quickly. He notified every one who had 
part in the affair with the exception of Mmes. 
Tetrazzini and Agostinelli that they_could 
leave at the end of the season if they chose. 
The director gave similar notice to every 
Italian singer in his employ. 
The directors had stolen not only the in- 
surgents' arms but their ammunition as well.

ONE CUBAN DEAD IN REVOLT; 
MOVEMENT LIKELY TO FIZZLE. 


Officials Say, Members of Insurrection- 
ary Band Have Implored Clemency 
and Are Anxious to Surrender. 


HAVANA, March 17.—The outbreak re- 
ported from Vueltas, in Santa Clara province: 
has scored his first fatality. Larastida, a 
former captain of the rural guard, was shot 
and killed by the detachment of the guard 
sent out to arrest him.

ITALY -HUNTS SLATERS “APAR 


Many Cities Asked to Watch for 
Clews in Petrosino Tragedy. 


POLICE OBJECT TO CRITICS. 
Griscom Refuses to Talk About Shoot- 
ing of W 


— 


ROME, March 17.~The Italian government 
has sent a telegraphihc communication to the 
authorities of a large number of cities re- 
questing that a vigorous search be instituted 
for the murderers of Lieut. Petrosino or their 
accomplices. Especial vigilance is being ob- 
served in Constantinople, Tunis, Marseilles, 
Malta, and parts of Egypt, while detectives 
have been sent to places where the Mafia is 
known to have many adherents. 

The criticism expressed in the United States 
at the silence of the police at Palermo in con- 
nection with the request of the New York 
police department for information concern- 
ing the assassination and subsequent devel~ 
opments is considered unjustified, as Italian 
Jocal authorities. re not permitted to com- 
munſcate with foreign authorities except 
through the Itallan foreign office. 


Griscom Still Is Silent: 

The American ambassador has declined to 
be interviewed on the Petrosino affair on the 
ground that his position only allows him to 
say that he has made repeated and stro 
representations to the Italian governmen 
and that he had received in return the prom- 
ise of the government to leave no stone un- 
turned to arrest the guilty persons. 

Ambassador Griscom said also that he 
hoped the police of the two countries would 
join in a supreme effort to stamp out the 
Mafia and other murderous organizations 
from existence. 


Witness Tells of Shooting. 

According to a man now held by the police 
at Palermo who claims to be the only witness 
of the murder, the crime was committed by 
two men who came upon Petrosino suddenly 
and fired at him when a few feet distant. 

The assassins immediately fied, and the 
witness, terrified at the tragedy, also ran 
away. Later he visited police headquarters 
and gave a brief account of the affair, but he 
was unable to describe the murderers, except 
to say that they were both short in stature. 


ENVOY TELLS OF WORK DONE. 

New York, March 17.—Trhe action of the 
American government in urging the Italian 
government to use the greatest energy in 
running down the murderers of Petrosino 
has apparentiy aiready borne fruit. Police 
Commissioner Bingham tonight received a 
telegram from the Itallan ambasador at 
Washington, notifying him that extraordi- 
nary steps uiready nad been taken to this 
end. Ine telegram was as follows: 

“1 am instructed by my government to 
inform you, and by you means ail those 
whom it may concern, that immediate steps, 
which we hope will be effective, have been 
taken by the competent Italian authorities 
tor the discovery and capture of the murder- 
ers of Lieut. Petrosino.

FIND QUEEN HAS BROKEN RIB. 


Result of Accident to Italy’s Soveneign 
at Improvised Hospital for Messina 
Earthquake Sufferers. 


ROME, March 17.—Queen Helena is still 
suffering from the effects of her accident at 
Messina during the days immediately follow- 
ing the earthquake. 

An unexplained rise in her majesty’s tem- 
peraturé led to an investigation, and it was 
found that one of her left ribs was broken. 
She is obliged to carry her arm in a sling. 

The queen early in January was in one 
of the improvised hospitals at Messina when 
she was knocked down by a terror stricken 
woman, who was trying to force her way 
through the doorway of the building with 
the purpose of committing suicide. The ac- 
cident was not considered serious and the 
queen was thought to have completely re- 
covered.

LONDON, March 17.—Despite the fact that 
everything in thé developments of the day 
tended toward peace, war rumprs fly hither 


will begin within seven days’ time. 

Great Britain was informed by Austria to- 
night that she had fully accepted the condi- 
tions for the conference proposed by the 
Vienna government—namely: that it should 
formally approve the annexation of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, It is expected that France 
and Italy and probably Russia will give sim- 
ilar assurances. 

This public announcement should pave the 
way for Servia to announce that she accepts 
the sityation as it stands. At all events, it 
will leave nothing in the shape of a practical 
issue in the present dispute, and it would be 
absurd that war should be the outcome of 
mere questfons of diplomatic etiquette and 
amour propre. ' 


Hard Task for Servian Minister. 

Still, half of Europe fully expects war. M. 
Milovanovitch, Servian foreign minister, cer- 
tainly has a difficult task before him in 
| putting his next communication to Vienna 
in such a form as will satisfy Count von 
Aehrenthal’s almost humiliating demands 
without causing his hot, blooded country- 
men to brand him as a traitor. 

It war comes after the quarrel has been 
stripped of all substance if will be the most 
causeless catastrophe of moderntimes. Ser- 
via has declared that she is ready to ac- 
cept the deciston of the powers without 
question. 


All Seems Settled Except Signing. 

The powers are avowing their approval of 
the situation as it stands. That settles 
everything except the actual signing of the 
papers, and yet most of the telegrams from 
Belgrade. Vienna, St. Petersburg, and Ber- 
lin today express the general belief that war 


| will begin within a week. 


The depression in the stock market today 
was caused more by yesterday's naval debate 
in the house of commons than by the Balkan 
situation. The sensational announcement 
that the German navy will be more power- 
ful nee British navy within four years 
unless a’ big additional program is adopted 
by England may be omjnous of a great crisis 
in the future, but it makes for peace at the 
present moment.

HURLED 100 FEET BY TRAIN. 


Struck by California Limited on Santa 
Fe Road While Driving. 


Mrs. Maud Keller, who was killed by a 
Santa Fé train near Willow Springs, III., 
yesterday, is the third of her family to die a 
violent death in ten years. 

In 1800 Jacob Qbright, Mrs. Keller's father, 
was run down and killed by an Illinois Cen- 
tral train at Herscher, III. Two years later 
her son, Clarence, 6 years old, was killed at 
Willow Springs. He was playing in a gravel 
pit, when the bank suddenly gave way and 
buried him under a mass of earth and gravel. 

Mrs. Keller was the wife of George F.

Peter Richter, manager of the farm, was 
driving and Mrs. Keller occupied a rear seat 
in the carriage. The vehicle was struck by 
the California limited train bound for Chi- 
cago. Mrs. Keller and Richter were hurled 
nearly 100 feetand both were killedinstantly. 
Mr. Keller was in Lemont when apprised of 
the death of his wife. He left immediately 
for Willow Springs, where his mother, Mra.

Cashier Alleges That Harry Brown of

Four Other Members of Family at Ghent, 


PLAN 10 REGULATE TAXICABS 


Ordinance Conceived by Ald. 
Britten Aims at Uniform Fare, 
8 — 


WIDE DIFFERENCE IN RATES 


Anomalous Conditions Portrayed by 
Friend of Mayor After Test. 


Mayor Busse’s administration is going to 
try its hand at regulating taxicabs and taxi- 
cab fares if an ordinance conceived by Ald. 
Fred A. Britten is passed by the city council. 
Rates are to be fixed and the taximeters in- 
spected periodically by the city sealer. 

At present the taxicab fares are in a state 
of chaos and many patrons of the new ve- 
hicles have found that the cost of journey- 
ing in one is even more of a gamble than it 
is in an ordinary cab. There are four com- 
panies operating in the city and all have dit. 
ferent rates for the numerous classes of busti- 
ness. 

The anomalous conditions were graphical- 
ly portrayed by a distinguished citizen, a 
close friend of Mayor Busse, who experi- 
mented for a week by riding from his office to 
his residence in taxicabs. Each time he trav- 
eled exactly the same route and each time it 
cost him a different amount. The taximeters 
varied in indicating the fare all the way from 
10 to T5 cents. Three of the trips were made 
in the same cab and each time the indicator 
showed a different fare. 
An ordinary cabman-eharges me a dollar 
to take me home,“ said the citizen afterward, 
“Dut in a taxicab it costs me all the way 
from $1 to 51.78.“ 


Difference in Charges. 

The Chicago Auto Livery company charges 
for one or two persons 80 cents for the first 
half mile and 10 cents for each quarter mile 
thereafter.

IN HANDS OF JURY 


Judge Hart Makes Learned 
and Exhaustive Charge 
in Murder Case. 


ADJOURNS COURT FOR DAY 


Declares He Would Not Receive 
Verdict Until 9 O'Clock 
This Morning. 


Nashville, Tenn, March 17.—[Special.]— 
The evidence in the trial of Col. Duncan B. 
Cooper, Robin Cooper, and John D. Sharpe 
for the killing of former United States Sen- 
ator Edward Ward Carmack in the streets 
of Nashville was given to the jury shortly 
before noon today, but a verdict is not antic- 
ipated before 9 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

Judge Hart adjourned court for the day 
this afternoon, after the jury had been out 
four hours, and left for his country home, 
saying: I will not receive a verdict, even 
if one were reached, before 9 o’clock tomor- 
row morning.“ 

Judge Hart began his charge to the jury 
at 9:30 o'clock this morning, It contained 
26,000 words and lawyers say it is the most 
comprehensive and clear charge ever. de- 
livered in a Tennessee court. When the 
judge began. to read the courtroom was 
packed to the four walls. 


Judge Takes Witness Stand. 
“The law makes the judge the witness of 
the law, remarked Judge Hart, “so I will 
now take the witness stand and give my tes- 
timony.” He left the bench, walked to the 
witness chair which has beén the center of 
attraction for two months, and began to read. 
Sheriff Borum had a dozen deputies scat- 
tered through the room, and in addition asked 
and received a detail of ten uniformed patrol- 
men, who were stationed around the bar. 1 
do not anticipate any demonstration, he 
said, ‘‘ but I will run no risk of having one at 
the eleventh hour.“ 

The defendants, newly attired and cleanly 
shaven, were brought in before court opened 

and for a moment held a levee near the bar. 

Their friends and relatives crowded arbund 

them, shook hands, and predicted that they 

would all take dinner at hometonight. Mrs. 

Burch and Mrs. Wilson, Col. Cooper's daugh- 
ters, leaned eagerly forward and drank in 
every word of the charge. 


Cooper’s Relatives in Court. 


As the court, in the charge, declared that no 
epithet, editorial, or speech was sufficient to 
justify even an assault, both girls frowned 
and Mrs. Burch closed her eyes for a moment. 
When she opened them they were filled with 
tears. The words death by hanging made 
the young woman wince. 

Mrs. Carmack, shrouded in black from head 
to foot, was again in court, her head upon her 
‘sister's shoulder, her son on the arm of her 
chair. A half hundred women friends stood 
or sat behind her, near counsel for the state. 
Two private detectives stood near Attorney 
General McCarn’'s chair and kept a watchful) 
eye on the crowd. 

Judge Hart finished his charge at 11:15, 
having read rapidly for nearly two hours. 
The jury at once retired to their room after a 
way had been cleared for them through the 
throng within the bar. 


Hyde Made Jury Foreman. 

The charge was handed to Juror S. J. Hyde, 
and, according to custom in this county, this 
makes him the foreman. The jury deliber- 
ated quietly until luncheon. Immediately 
after the meal it settled down to its task 
again. For a long time there came only the 
monotonous sound of some one réading— 
probably the charge. Later the twelve began 
to argue, and at times their voices were raised 
in excitement. This continued all afternoon 
and evening, broken only by supper at 6 p. m. 
After supper the jurors returned to their 
room, but there was no loud talk. Instead 
bursts of laughter and snatches of song in- 
dicated that the twelve men were not discuss- 
ing definitions of murder or theories of seif- 
defense. Just before b p. m. they summoned’ 
the deputies and announced they would 
turn in for the night.

TELLS PLIGHT OF THE AGED. 


Dean Sumner in Lenten Sermon Cites 
Need of Additional Relief- -Thinks 
Dunning Not Sufficient for Demands 


A “square deal” for the workers of Chi- 
cago, for the old, poor, and poverty stricken, 
yesterday formed the substance of an ad- 
dress by the Rev. W. T. Sumner at the Len- 
ten services held at noon in the Chicago 
opera house.

And it is not inop- 
portune to say that it is up to us to care for 
the Lazarus at our gates. By that Lazarus 
I mean the poor who are now subsisting on 
the erumbs that are thrown them from the 
rich man’s table. 

J am not against the rich man. But the 

rich man’s only excuse is his ability to ame- 
liorate the sufferings of the poor. Nobody 
knows the poverty and the suffering there is 
in Chicago today. Injustice to industrial 
workers is seen everywhere. It abounds on 
every hand. And crumbs wili not settle the 
problem. The solution is fur justice to be 
done every man and for the establishment of 
@ greater brotherhood. 
„We must prepare our children. It is on 
them that the future of oui race depends. 
Industrial slavery will not make a better 
race of men. Industry must be socjalized 
and ample protection afforded for our chil- 
dren. Their mothers should not be permit- 
ted to labor like animals. 

“It is deplorable that we have no place at 
the present where we can make the poverty 
stricken comfortable in their old age. The 
aged man or woman must now go to Dun- 
ning. While I have no fault to find with 
that institution, I do not think that it is 
There the old man 
or woman who has perhaps seen better days 
‘has nothing but a little white bed, a chair, 
and a table. When they die they know that 
their bodies must go to ihe dissecting table 

The speaker concluded his address by 
praising the work done by the health de- 
partment. He said that the campaign 
against tuberculosis should be waged with 
greater vigor and that every one should do 
everything possible to secure the passage of 
the McLaughlin bill which is now pending 
before the legislature. ä

TARIFF PLAYS A BIG PART. 


Free Ore Would Give Source of Supply 
Not Open at Present. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 17.—[Special.]—A 
combination of independent fron and steel 
interests of the United States with capital of 
$800,000,000' is being formed against the 
United States Steel corporation. The com- 
pletion of the deal is expected in a few days, 
but much will depend, it is said, on the result 
of the proposed tariff revision. Free iron ore 
would give the independents a supply now 
unavailable. 

Among those said to be interested in the 


new combination are the Jones & Laughlin 


Steel company, Limited, the Lackawanna 
Steel company, the Cambria Steel company, 
the Pennsylvania Steel company, the Pitts- 
burg Steel company, the Midland Steel com- 
pany, the Midvale Steel company, the Inland 
Steel company, the Maryland Steel company, 
the Republic Iron and Steel company, the 
Bethlehem Steel company, and the Youngs- 
town Sheet and Tube company. 


Morgan Withdraws His Aid. 

All arrangements had been made to launch 
the new combine some weeks ago, but J. P. 
Morgan, who had practically agreed to un- 
derwrite the big affair, withdrew and sailed 
for Europe after doubt as to the legality of 
certain phases in the matter had been shown 
him by an attorney in the employ of the 
United States corporation. 

The new combination plan was started im- 
mediately after the announcement of an 
open market by the United States corpora- 
tion. The independents all admit that this 
move hit them hard. The Bethlehem Steel 
company and the Lackawanna Steel company 
were the fitst to come together in the consoll- 
dation. It then was decided to make the con- 
solidation an open one, and the other con- 
cerns were quickly gotten Into line. 


Cambria Works Cut Wages. 

Johnstown, Pa., March 17.—The Cambria 
Steel company, which when in full activity 
employs -18,000 men, today announced a 10 
per cent reduction in wages, to take effect 
April 1. The following notice was posted 
in all departments of the plant today: 

On account of the recent sharp decline 
in the market prices of the company’s 
products following the long continued bus!- 
ness depression, it becomes necessary. to 
announce a reduction in salaries and wages 
averaging 10 per cent, to take effect on and 
after April 1, 1909: 

“The reduction will affect all employ és 
from the highest to the lowest. There is a 
general expectation that this reduction wil] 
enable the concern to take business it could 
not accept with a profit under the old rates 
vom that increased activity will be the re- 
sult.’’

NEW BOOKS. 
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Any one who wishes for a better under - 
standing of the problems which confront the 
German empire Can obtain it, we believe, by 
a reading of William Harbutt Dawson's 
“THE EVOLUTION OF MODERN GER. 
MANY” (imported by Charles Scribner's 
Sons). Mr. Dawson is an Englishman who 
has before this proved himself a deep stu- 
dent of German Me, industry, and politics. 
In this book he shows how the development 
of national industries has changed the whole 
Character and outlook of the inhabitants, 
relegating the poetic and mystical to make 
place for the utilitarian and the materialistic. 
This causes him to believe that unified Ger- 
many today counts for less as “ an intellect- 
val and moral agent in the world than 
when “ she was little better than a geograph- 
ical expression.“ He does not believe that 
they will seek for war because of the hold 
which commercial expansion has upon them. 

The attitude of Prussia towards the other 
states, the strength and weakness of the 
kaiser’s position, and that of the reichstag, 
are all elucidated. Of the latter Mr. Dawson 
says: 

By its constitution the reichstag is an attempted 
compromise between incompatible theories of gov- 
ernment—the active monarchical theory embodied 
in the constitutions of most of the states and the 
democratic theory embodied in the western parlia- 
mentary system. It is true that the reichatag 
is elected by manhood suffrage, and that it is an 
equal factor with the federal council—or council 
of the state governments—in all legisiation. Yet 
the executive is entirely beyond its control; all 
ministers are appointed and removed by the will 
of the emperor, and no combination of parties is 
able to shake their position, either collectively or 
individually. The result is that although the nation 
is entirely responsible for the election of the legis- 
lative assembly, it is still, to all intents and pur- 
poses, outside the government of the country; it 
discussés freely, criticises with remorseless exacti- 
tude, votes with perfect freedom, yet it always 
does these things with the feeling that it is an 


outsider. 

In Germany the government and para- 
ment are widely separated things, one 
brought inte being by the kaiser and the 
other by the electorate. Continuing, Mr. 
Dawson says: It is difficult to exaggerate 
the injurious effect upon public opinion and 
political thought in which the nation is 
placed by constitutions which are neither 
absolutist nor democratic, which do, indeed, 
give to the representative assemblies a cer- 
tain amount of legislative power, yet not 
sufficient to make parliamentary life serious 
and fruitful. The political oups know 
their helplessness, and, being charged with 
no real responsibility, they dissipate their 
effort in useless discussions and disputations, 
most of which lack actuality.” 

Mr.- Dawson also calls attention to the 
Prussiin policy of repression in Poland. 
Speaking of the foolish act of the authorities 
in breaking up a school there, he says: 
Having set up the theory that a clan- 
destine organization existed, the next step 
was to convict it of treasonable practices 
and to lay bare the dark devices by means 
of which its nefarious cesigns against the 
state were furthered. A certain school in 
the town attended by many boys of Polish 
parentage was marked as the center of con- 
spiracy. . The police made visits to 
some of the boys’ homes during school hours. 
In six houses historical and ecclesiastical 
books printed’ in the Polish language were 
‘ discovered,’ and they were solemnly con- 
fiscated as constituting proof of illegal in- 
tentions.”’ 

The result of this was the indictment of 
many boys, who were thereupon expelled 
from the town. .

We learn something of the native 
races, their past and present conditions, of 
the great earthquake and eruption of Tara- 
wera, of its hot springs and geysers.

we have ever seen. 

In the SHAKSPERIAN LIBRARY Duf- 
field & Co. announce As You Like It” in 
the old spelling text with an introduction and 
notes by Prof. F. W. Clarke, and The Tam- 
ing of a Shrew," the original version of 
“The Taming’ of the Shrew.”

‘** MODERNISM.” by Paul Sabatier 
(Charles Scribner's Sons). What is mod- 
ernism,’’sof which one hears so much nowa- 
days? Is it a spirit, a religious temper, an 
attitude of thought, a movement confined to 
membership in the Catholic church? What 
is its attitude toward the papal authority, and 
what especially is the attitude of the papacy 
toward it? If it claims to be imbued with 
the scientific spirit, is it therefore neces- 
sarily either irreligious or unreligious? This 
vital book, besides the three lectures de- 
livered last winter in London as the 
** Jowett lectures for the season, contains 
an introduction of forty pages presenting the 
author's enthusiastic “ appreciation ”’ of the 
Abbe Lolsy as perhaps the most eminent 
apostle of the new movement, the full text 
of the pope’s encyclical, the petition from a 
group of French Catholics, the papal syllabus 
of errors, and another condemnatory en- 
cyclical. The reader thus has before him the 
facts in the case, the clean cut arguments on 
both sides, for and against. 

It is earnestly denied that the movement its 
either irreligious of af all unreligious, but 
in reality exactly the cofitrary.

When the forces of 
retroaction and of progress again go to 
the floor in their struggle for control it is 
inevitable that the progressives will hear 
more of this botel business unless the 
story be stamped plainly, effectively, and 
instantly as false and mendacious, 
THE TARIFF BILL. 

In tariff legislation it usually is the 
ease that the house proposes and the sen- 
ate disposes. The committee on ways 
and means may report a tariff bill mak- 
ing concessions to consumers most accept- 
able to them, and the senate, controlled 
by adverse interests, may eliminate those 
conedssions. Therefore the consumers, 
who in the past have been dumb while 
tariff legislation was being considered, 
should make themselves heard if, they 
wish to save from senatorial mutilation 
the features of the bill submitted to the 
house yesterday which will be of advan- 
tage to them. 

Among those is the putting of hides on 
the free list. It will give the wage work- 
ers cheaper or better shoes. The farm- 
ers of the country have been asking in 
an unorganized fashion for the repeal of 
the duty on lumber. The ways and 
means committee recommends that it be 
cut in two. That is not going far enough, 
but it will be something to secure that 
much. The proposed reduction by one-half 
of the steel duties will not harm either the 
Steel @rporation or the independents, 
but it will prevent the raising of prices to 
an extravagant height. 

The bill has its demerits as well as its 
merits. While it shopld be welcomed as 
a step in the direction of reasonable pro- 
tection as opposed to excessive protec- 
tion, hurtful to the people, it is not a long 
enough step. For instance, the commit- 
tee on ways and means has failed to do 
its duty by the consumers in the matter 
of the duties on wool. It has lowered 
slightly those on carpet wools and sliod- 
dy and left those on clothing wools un- 
touched. The United States cannot pro- 
duce the wool that is required to clothe 
its people, but the interests of the ranch- 
men are the only ones the committee has 
considered. It has not done enough re- 
vising in the proper direction and has 
raised too many duties. 

It has acted discreetly in refusing to 
take coffee off the free list. It has done 
well in reducing a little the protection 
given the sugar trust, which was recently 
found guilty of robbing the government 
by false weights. In the past the senate 
has been the best friend of the trust. 
Whether it will stand by it now will be 
determined in a month or two, 

There are features of the tariff bill be- 
sides those mentioned which call for com- 
ment, but there will be abundant time in 
which to discuss them. It is of more im- 
portance that the consumers should study 
the bill and let their senators and repre- 
sentatives know what they think of its 
provisions. ' 


LABOR AND GRAFT BILLS. 

The decision made ten days ago by the 
Chicago Federation of Labor to withhold 
support from anti-graft legislation repre- 
sented the judgment of our representa- 
tive labor body at its low water mark. 
That action was interpreted by every one 
predisposed to suspect labor leadership 
and by the general public probably as 
proof that labor leaders are afraid of 
laws against graft—and afraid with good 
reason. The utmost that could be pleaded 
by friends of unionism, of which Tue 
TRIBUNE counts itself one, in favor of 
the federation’s attitude was that it was 
the act of men irritated by the. greater 
emphasis given to the evil of bribe taking 
than to the evil of bribe giving. 


positions and adult intelligence this is 
rather a puerile position to take with re- 
spect to just and expedient legislation. 
We are, therefore, glad to hear that the 
federation will formulate a bill of its 
own, which we assume will be on more 
intelligent lines than were indicated by 
the controversy over the first bill.

Some of the speakers in the 
unfortunate debate over the first bill took 
exactly the opposite attitude, one dele- 
gate expressing himself to the effect that 
the federation ought to let outsiders 
throw the bombs at labor. i a 

The folly of this sort of talk and of 
the spirit it reveals must surely be ap- 
parent to every intelligent union man. It 
is the attitude of the defendant with a 
poor case who takes every advantage of 
technicality. If persisted in it will strip 
unionism of the confidence and moral 
support of the community. 

To purge union leadership of the labor 
bully and of labor blackmail is of more 
importance to the cause of organised la- 
bor than to its enemies. It is not an 
easy thing to do, Yor it arises out of those 
fundamental faults of human nature 
which give rise to the evils of bossism 
and corruption in politics.

AMERICANS AND IRISHMEN. 

Wiser words were never said in a gath- 
ering of Irish than Bernard J. Mullaney 
spoke at the St. Patrick's day banquet 
of the Irish Fellowship club. It is no 
disloyalty to the land of their ancestors 
for any American of Irish birth or Irish 
descent to point out the destiny of the 
Irish-Ameri¢an in the great western world 
and to urge him to look forward and not 
back. 

The devotion and the generosity of the 
Irish in America to those left behind 
them has been a noble example to all 
America. In the main it has been good 
for the Irish givers and for the country 
which made the giving possible. It is 
well, also, to cherish the past, because 
upon it is Based the hopes of the future. 
But the courage, the kindness, the wit, 
the grace of the Celt of old days are 
chiefly to be honored because they belong 
to the Celt of today and tomorrow. 

These are platitudes—and platitudes are 
especially unfitting an Irish theme. Yet 
if Mr. Mullaney’s hint were taken and 
gatherings of Irish-Americans emphasized 
the noun more, if not the adjective less, it 
might be better for all concerned. The 
Irish have helped to make the American 
republic, have fought heroically, and 
builded well. But they have done this as 
Americans first and Irishmen afterward, 
and America claims them. Here in 
America are great things for the Irish 
| genius to achieve, not as a separate entity 
but as a vital element in the great com- 
posite, the American. It is well to keep 
that great promise in mind.

MERICAN laws, like those of England., 
of France, and of Germany, do not al- 
low men to go about armed with 
swords unless the latter form part 
and parcel of the uniform of the state 

in whose service they may happen to be. 
That is why that famboyant and eccentric 
painter, Mme. Wilma Pariaghi, who arrived 
here the other day; and who is now at Lake- 
wood, N. J., is Hable to become involved in 
trouble in connection with her chaseeur. The 
chasseur is the gorgeously appareled individ- 
ual in the cocked hat and uniform whom she 
designates as her “ body guard,” and the au- 
thorities here would do well to take their 
cue from the officers on board the German 
ocean liner that landed her on these shores, 
and who deprived her body guard of his 
sword when hé came on the ship, and only 
restored it to him when he, by disembarking, 
quitted what may be described as their juris- 


50 Chasseurs,”’ or jaegers, are body serv- 
ants who, as a general rule, are restricted to 
royal and imperial personages, and to certain 
foreign ambassadors at Vienna, Berlin, and 
St. Petersburg. They usually ride on the 
box beside the coachman, and their cocked 
hat, or chapeau,, is adorned with a huge 
bunch of white or colored cock’s plumes, 
something like those of an English general. 
Their uniform is mostly green, with gold 
epaulets, and their breast is crossed by a 
broad gold baldrick, to which is attached a 
highly ornamental short sword of the cou- 
teau de chasse order. 


— 

The late prince consort introduced the fash- 
fon of jaegers at court in England, and now 
each English prince of the blood has his 
Jaeger, that is to say, his special body serv- 
ant. But instead of wearing any such gor- 
geous array as their tontinental confreres, 
they merely wear the usual livery of the 
‘royal domestics. Thus, the prince of Wales’s 
jaeger, with his red livery coat adorned with 
a number of medals in miniature, accom- 
panies him to all public banquets and many 
private dinners, standing behind his chair 
and caring for his royal master. Some of the 
grand old feudal magnates of Austria and of 
Germany, who rank almost as petty sover- 
eigns, still have chasseurs, but rarely in full 
untform. 

But fer a private person, such as Mme. 
Parlaghi, who is a woman of the most ob- 
scure and lowly Magyar origin, to travel 
about with a chasseur is extremely_ridicu- 
lous, and would excite the utmost derision 
were it to be known in Europe. In fact, it is 


such an extravagance of conduct that it can 


only be regarded as a bit of advertisement. 
‘ — 

I notice that Mme. Parlaghi styles herself 
“her highness,” and also Princess Lwoff. 
But the marriage of Mme. Parlaghi to Prince 
Lwoff is understood to have been dissolved 
by divorce, and the lady, who was a Russian 
while it lasted, has reverted to her Austrian 
or Hungarian nationality. Moreover. Prince 
Lwoff was never in bis life entitled to the 
predicate of highness, belonging, indeed, to 
that numerous class of Russian nobles whose 
title ot kniazg would be far more correctly 
translated into English by the word es- 
quire’ than by prince.“ 

It is a class which is equivalent in point 
of rank to the Prussian junkers, or petty ter- 
ritorial aristocracy, and to the English coun- 
try squires and county families. There are 
thousands upon thousands of such princes, 
many of them occupying humble and even 
menial positions, as droski drivers, as steve- 
dores, as laborers, etc., while it was esti- 
mated some time ago that there were nearly 
8,000 of them inmates of the various jails and 
pauper asylums. They must not be con- 
founded with the real Russian princes, who 
hold their title as such from the crown, or 
else by virtue of their descent from the house 
of Rurik. A granduncle of the Prince Lwoff 
who was the husband of Mme. Palaghi com- 
posed the national anthem of Russia. 

— 

With regard to Mme. Pariaghi, she ls en- 
titled to some consideration as an artist. 
True, the consensus of opinion in the artistic 
world is against her work. But with all that 
it cannot be denied that she has enjoyed in 
the past considerable vogue as a portrait 
painter, and as a pupil of Lembach was able 
to include among her sitters the German 
emperor, the late Field Marshal Count Molt 
ke, and Prince Buelow. King Edward also 
gave her a couple of sittings on one occasion 
at Marienbad, though I do not know whether 
she ever conppleted his portrait or whether 
he accepted it when finished. At any rate. I 
have never heard of its existence. This is 
her third visit to America. The first time 
she came she had not then married the Rus- 
sian Prirce Lwoff, and arrived here merely 
as a well known Hungarian portrait painter, 
bringing letters of recommendation as such 
to the Austrian and German embassies. On 
that occasion Baroness Hengelmuller gave a 
dinner for her at Washington. When she 
returned last year as ex- Princess Lwoff, with 
semi-royal pretensions, and found that the 
Hengelmullers were at Hot Springs, she be- 
took herself thither, with the object of re- 
newing her former acquaintance. Finally 
the ambassadress fled to Washington, and, 
pursued thither by the painter, sought refuge 
in New York. In fact, Mme. Parlaghi's un- 
successful attempts to secure once more the 
social indorsement of the baroness von Hen- 
gelmuller were a source of considerable em- 
barrassment to that lady, who,must have 
congratulated herself that she had arranged 
to sail for Burope with her husband and little 
girl just a few days before the arrival] of 
Mme. Parlaghi. 

— — 

Let me add, in conclusion, that a chasseur, 
or jaeger, should be a tall and stalwart indi- 
vidual, conveying the idea of strength suffi- 
ctent to defend his master or mistress in case 
of danger. This is also necessary in order to 
create an impression from a decorative point 
of view. Mme. Parlaghi’s chasseur, how- 
ever, is a small and undersized, unhappy 
looking individual, which adds to the gro- 
tesqueness of the situation.

Duke Peter, was down with scarlet fever, and 
that, although he was not living with the 
boy, yet he was so much attached to him that 
he visited him daily.

For Uniform Passenger Rate. 


Port ron, III., March 12.—L Editor of The 
Man eon general principles it is hazard- 
ous to attempt to fix prices, whether of ra- 
road tickets, of wheat, or of labor. by legisia- 
tion. But where a monopoly existe the state 
must accept the risk, otherwise the monopoly 
will become intolerable. 

The rate granted to the most favored pa- 
tron is, on the face of it, reasonable and 
should be extended to all. Any person who 
may have been charged a higher rate should 
have recovery in some court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

The total revenue derived from the passen- 
ger traffic is approximately 2 cents a mile 
for each person carried. In Hiinois 8 cents 
a mile has been the regular tariff for more 
than thirty years. If, therefore, when 
I wished to visit Chicago I paid 8 cents 
a mile for my ticket, some other per- 
son, to maintain the average, must have 
been carried at 1 cent a mile—a rank in- 
justice which the law righteously proposes 
to correct. The question is just this: Shall 
every person traveling by rail pay the same 
rate? Of course, there is nothing in the 2 
cent law to prevent the roads from accept- 
ing lower rates except sélf-interest. The 
theory 16: Make the regular rate by law so 
low that cutting will be unprofitable.

| of a municipal tuberculosis sanitarium Chi- 


cago is doing what ought to be done. For 
years the board has been: working through 
its bulletin tor the establishment of a state 
Sanitarium for treatment of tubercu- 
losis and during administration ef Gov. 
‘ranner a bill was presented looking to the 
erection of such an institution. A state in- 
stitution of this character is much needed 
and a municipal sanitarium for Chicago 
would be a long step in the right direction. 

Our reports show that there are 10,000 
deaths from tuberculosis in iilinois every 
year. Nearly one-half of these deaths occur 
in Chicago. Many of these deaths could 
be prevented with the proper care and 
treatment which could be given in a state 
or municipal sanitarium. in such an insti- 
tution we could take a case of tuberculo- 
ss which ts infectious and prevent the 
spread of the disease at the same time that 
a cure is being effected. 


Danger in Home Treatment. 

The disease ts of a lingering charecter 
and where the patient ts treated in the 
home there is the gravest danger that other 
members of the family will contract it. It 
is tuberoulpsis in its advanced stage that 
is 80 dangerous. ‘ihe patient is too weak 
and too ili to help himself and has to be ad- 
ministered to constantly, Often the family 
ig too poor to give t and attention 
which would effect a cure. In either case 
the family cannot take the necessary pre- 
cautions; other members becomie infected 
and so the disease perpetuates itself. 

A municipal tuberculosis sanitarium also 
would possess great educational value. There 
a man couid be cured and his usefulness 
to the state; the municipality, and his fam- 
lly de preserved. Each patient that could 
be discharged as cured immediately would 
become a sort of educational focus. The 
knowledge of hygiene, of cleanliness, and 
of sanitation which he would gein would 


be imparted to qthers. 
For an institution which could give such 


the ¢ est need. Even should a state 
Sanitarium be established there is plenty of 
room in every city of any considerable size 
in illinois for a municipal sanitarium. . 


Would Mean a Saving. 


‘The principle which has come to be adopted

cost of means to prevent disease and to 
Save life is in reality a saving to the state. 
in other words, the saving of life is of great- 
er value to the state than the cost of the 
means of preventing disease and deaths.

Wall Street’s Attention Directed 
Toward Tariff Measure. 


VIEWS ARE NOT PESSIMISTIC. 


Covering Purchases by Speculators 
Factor in Strength. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, March 17.—{Special.)—For 
several weeks the dullness and narrow 
movement of prices on the stock exchange 
has been attributed to uncertainty in both 
speculative and business quarters over the 
schedules of the new tariff bill. Today the 
bill itself was introduced in the house of 
representatives by the chairman of the ways 
and means committee and upon its publica- 
tion in Wall street shortly after 12 o'clock 
the stock market as a whole fell about half 
a point or so, but promptly regained this 
trivial loss and closed with the general level 
of prices well above that at the end of Tues- 
day's trading. 

In individual stocks, including Reading, 
Union Pacific, Chesapeake and Ohio, and one 
or two others, the afternoon gains ran from 
1 to 2 points or more. United States Steel 
shares, Leather company stocks, and Woolen 
issues, where effects of the drastic reductions 
in the existing duties might be expected to 
have considerable adverse influence, were 
actually strong and higher. 


Finds Nothing Alarming. 

In the two and a half hours, therefore, 
which Wall street had before the close of 
business in which to digest new schedules it 
apparently found nothing of an alarming 
character. What a second and more careful 
reading of the bill will bring forth remains to 
be seen. 

In general, however, it seems to be pretty 
well understood that the figures fixed in the 
measure introduged today are apt to undergo 
considerable changes before the bill becomes 
completed legislation. It has to pass the 
scrutiny of the house, of the senate, and of 
the conference committee of the two bodies 
before taking its place upon the statute 
books, and there is, thereforé, plenty of op- 
portunity for the correction of any inequali- 
ties. 

So far as reductions in steel duties are con- 
cerned it may be said that if finally enforced 
they would compel the fixing by American 
manufacturers of prices a trifie below those 
now prevailing for steel materials if foreign 
competition were to be met. No one expects, 
however, that the suggested duties will hold. 

Scant attention was,paid to the other fea- 
tures of the bill in the financial district, al- 
though the recommendations of an inher- 
itance tax, an issue of $40,000,000 of Panama 
bonds, and of the authorization of $250,000,000 
of one year treasury certificates to be used 
when needed are highly important. 


Covering Purchases Factor. 

Presumably the advance in prices follow- 
ing the introduction of the bill today was due 
largely to covering purchases by speculators 
who had expected a serious market decline. 
The United States Steel corporation’s report 
for the year 1908 was submitted during the 
day, but the large decreases in earnings and 
in the various expenditures upon properties 
which the great earnings of other years made 
It is the 
future of the steel business rather than its 
past upon which attention is now centered.

The local banks continue to gain 
from the subtreasury, and the foreign ex- 
change market manifested further strength, 
making Hkely additional shipments of gold 
either to Argentina or London, perhaps to 
both points, in the near future.

Atchison Railroad Defers to New 
Law in Kansas. 


PEOPLE’S GAS STOCK FIRM. 


Chieago Railways Certificates Not Hold- 
ing Well in Market Price. 


Directors of the Atchison railroad have de- 
cided to defer to the new railroad law, re- 
cently enacted in Kansas, the state in which 
the railroad company was incorporated. The 
law provides for supervision over new capi- 
tal issues and brings the Atchison railroad 
under its provision. It was officially an- 
nounced that the bond issue of $25,000,000 
had been decided on by the directors, and 
permission in due course would be asked of 
the state to issue the bonds. 

The executive committee of the company 
after its meeting in New York yesterday gave 
out the following: 

Some time ago the company began the 
consideration of a plan to issue additional 
convertible bonds with a view of raising new 
capital while market conditions were favor- 
able, although the company had no imme- 
diate need for y. After the details of 
the plan had been decided on, it was learned 
that the legislature of the state of Kansas, 
under the laws of which the company was 
incorporated, had passed a stock and bond 
act regulating future capital issues. 

“While this act has not yet taken effect 
and could not have applied to the contem- 


| plated issue if made at once, yet after de- 


liberation it was decided not advisable to 
make the issue on the eve of the act taking 
effect, but that it was preferable to postpone 
the entire matter and at some convenient 
time make application to the Kansas board 
of railroad commissioners for the certificate 
contemplated by the new act.“ 


Dividends Declared. 

The Union Typewriter company declared 
the regular semi-annual dividends of 3% per 
cent on its first preferred stock and 4 per 
cent on its second preferred stock, payable 
in April, to stock of record March 19. 

The American Malting company declared 
a semi-annual dividend of $1.56 per share 
on the preferred stock, payable May 1.

WHILE 2 DETECTIVES WATCH. 


Frederick G. Brocker and Herman G. 
Nehls Fined by Police Trial Board 
for Lack of Proper Vigilance, 


The real reasons why many Chicago crim- 
mals escape arrest became public at the 
police trial board hearing yesterday. They 
do not follow out the fine spun and carefully 
considered theories prepared in advance by 
able detectives, who know what criminals 
should do. 

Every gentlemanly and well intentioned 


»} thief who starts out to steal a safe should 


use a horse and wagon; only a petty sneak 
thief, unworthy of notice by a real detective, 
would carry it off by hand, especially when 
two detectives were watching. 

Detectives Frederick G. Brocker and Her- 
man G. Nehles were each fined five days’ pay 
because a safe, which they had been detailed 
to guard, was stolen from the middle of a 
vacant lot at Robey street and Irving Park 
boulevard while they were supposed to be 
watching it. Their defense was that they 
expected the thieves to return with a horse 
and wagon, and so had not noticed its dis- 
appearance. 

The safe was a small one, weighing about 
seventy-fiVé pounds, and was taken from 
the residence of W. S. Schneider, 1428 Edge 
comb place, on March 7.

BLAMES EMPLOYERS FORWASTE 


New York Engineer Points Out Negli-

Harrington Emerson, civil engineer of New 
York, told the ways and means committee 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce yes- 
terday that employers were responsible 
through negligence for much of their work- 
men’s wasted time and effort. 

He illustrated his statement with the point 
that a good bricklayer believed he had done 
a good day’s work when he laid from 400 to 
600 bricks in a day instead of in three hours.

NED DEARBORN QUITS MUSEUM. 


Assistant Curator of Ornithology Divi- 
sion to Become Expert in Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Ned Dearborn, assistant curator of the 
division of ornithology at the Field Museum 
of Natural History, has resigned. to take a 
place July 1 as expert on the economic rela- 
tions of birds in the biological survey of the 
United States department of agriculture. 

This is said to be the sixth resignation in 
the department of zodlogy during the pres- 
ent régime of C. B. Cory. Edmund Heller, 
the mammalogy expert, who will accompany 
former President Roosevelt on his African 
hunt, lately resigned from the museum staff, 
as did Carl Akeley, the taxidermist.

- PLEADS FOR NEW 
SCHOOL METHODS 


President Schneider Thinks 
Manual Arts Should Re- 
ceive More Attention. 


INDORSES NEW YORK IDEA 


Declares Education Should Pre- 
pare Children for Their 
Life Vocations. 


Segregation of vocations ip the Chicago 
Public schools and a readjuStment of the 
present plan of eight years of elementary 
and four years of high school work to one of 
six years each for elementary and high school 
work were declared by Otto C. Schneider, 
president of the board of education, to be the 
goal which will be reached within a few 
years. : : 

President Schneider spoke out oldly in fa- 
vor of beginning the vocational training of 
children at an early age in spite of periodical 
storms of criticism against industrial edu- 
cation ’’ in the public schools. 

The expression of opinion was induced by 
the plan which educators ¢ New York City 
will submit to a charter ¢onvention. e 
Plan provides for six years’ work in the ele- 
mentary schools, two years of subhigh school 
work, which will lead the pupil up to the reg- 
ular high school course or prepare him for the 
technical high school, and a final four years 
in the high school of his choice. 


Approves New York Plan. 

% Phe plan which is urged in New York is 
the system toward which modern public 
school education has been tending for years,”’ 
declared President Schneider. The trouble 
now is that our high schools place too great 
importance upon the training of brainwork- 
ers and too little stress upon the training for 
manual arts. We cannot all be poets and 
professors, you know. 

Six years in the elementary school would 
bring the boy to the age of 12. I believe that 
a child at the age of 10 should know what 
wants to do in life ang what he wants to bs. 
and that his education from that age on 
should be devoted to preparing him for his 
life vocation. This is the system that has 
been maintained in the German schools for 
years, although there the school training 
extends over eighteen years instead of twelve 
—twelve years in the elementary schools and 
six years in the tradesschools. It is this sys- 
tem of education that has made Germany 
great industrially and commercially and at 
the same time the higher education ’ has not 
suffered. I believe the New York plan is the 
plan of the future and that it will not be 
many years until a similar system will be 
adopted in the Chicago public schools.” 


Schools in Good Condition. 

The last word in the recent lively con- 
troversy between Dr. Van Derslice, the com- 
mittee of one appointed by the American 
Medical society to examine into hygienic 
conditions in thé American public schools, 
and members of the Chicago board of educa- 
tion was said yesterday by President Schnei- 
der after a full day had been spent by him 
in company with Business Manager Guil- 
ford and Joseph Magrady, chief of the repair 
department, in-inspecting sixteen public 
schools. The inspection trip was unheralded 
and 80 no opportunity for cleaning up 
beyond the ordinary custom was given. The 
McLaren, Jefferson, Clark, Jirka, Medill, 
Rogers, Komensky, Throop, Walsh, Jung- 
man, Swing. Washburne, Goldsmith, Foster, 
Dante, and Dore schools were inspected. 

“The ingpection proved to us what we 
thought we knew—that this talk about the, 
schools being unhygienic and insanitary 
As all nonsense,”’ said President Schneider. 
“ Conditions have improved greatly in the 
last year. Last spring, when I made an in- 
spection trip, the result was that several 
engineers were dismissed and a number were 
admonished to do better work. This year 
the sanitary conditions, general cleanliness, 
and school conditions are much improved, 
and we saw the schools under ordinary con- 
ditions, for no one knew the trip was to be 
made.” 


The inspection of all the Chicago schools 
probably will occupy President Schneider 
and his aids considerably over a month.

Think Evidence Sufficient.
